Von see them on streets and high 
ways every day—motorists who take 
chances. 

Von see them turning corners at 
high speeds. Or stealing another cur's 
right of way. Or passing on hills and 
curves. Or driving on the wrong side 
of the road. Or cutting in and out of 
thick traffic. Or coming roaring into 
intersections and road junctions with¬ 
out looking to either side. Or operating 
at speeds which nrc obviously higher 
than are safe under driving conditions 
of the moment. And, every once in a 
while, you see such a motor! t cause 
an accident. Perhaps there Is little 
damage done. Or perhaps a life Is lost 
and valuable property Is needlessly 

The reckless motorist comprises ten 
percent or less of the driving popula¬ 
tion. But he causes ninety percent of 
the accidents. If the reckless drivers 
simply Injured each other It wouldn't 
lie particularly Important to the rest 
of us. But they seldom do that—they 
maim nnd kill the enreful, the compe¬ 
tent, the prudent. And you never know 
who’s going to be next. 

This year about thirty thousaud peo¬ 
ple are going to be killed because 
someone- wns careless, reckless, dis¬ 
courteous. Not one of n thousand of 
those deaths Is renlly due to an una¬ 
voidable accident—nn occurence which 
is nlmost ns rare ns the dodo. They 
can all be prevented. And they will be 
when there Is a concerted public drive 
against those who make places of car¬ 
nage out of public highways.

Governor Laffoon’s Troubles 


Governor Laffoon tins n great many 
troubles, but one of the most serious 
at present Is how to raise $.1,000,000 in 
Kentucky In order that the State may 
receive $0,000,000 from the Federal 
Government for the next twelve 
months after August liith to lake care 
of the unemployed who need help for 
living expenses. The News suggested 
recently that $.1,000,000 of the gasoline 
lax might be taken from the road fund 
nnd put lip for tills recovery fund. 
Governor Laffoon In Washington ex¬ 
pressed approvnl of this plan but when 
be came back from Washington be de¬ 
clared thnt tills was not dlvertable nnd 
could not be done under the law. Tile 


nnd no Question wns made ns to Its 
legality. If the State can appropriate 
$1,500,000 out of a road fund for Xlnrn- 
month Cave it cerlniniy lias an orpml 
right to use It ns n relief fund for tile 
unfortunate of the State. Ono thing is 
absolutely certain: Kentucky doesn’t 
want and will not stand for either a 
sales tax or any other kind of tax 
which will increase the burden upon 
the people. If $1,100,000 could be taken 
from Die road fund four years ago for 
Xlnmmoth Cave, tlmt much more could 
lie taken from It now for relief in the 
State In order to receive three times as 
much from theFedernl Government. 
The News Is not especially concerned 


News is not so sure of Governor Lnf- 
foon’s recent position. Funds derived 
from the gasoline tax have been divert¬ 
ed for Stnte pnruoses In Tennessee ami 
Florida and The News Is of the opin¬ 
ion that It could be done 111 Kentucky 
by nn act of the Legislature assembled 
In special session. But If thlscannot be 
done there is no such argument against 
using the real estate tax for road pur¬ 
poses to match the Federal Govern¬ 
ment relief fund. This fund amounts 
to $2,100,Odd to 3,000,000, nt lenst it 
did a few years ago. It will lie recalled 
tlmt four years ago the Kentucky 
Legislature appropriated from the 
real estate tax for roads $1,500,000 to 
buy land In the Xlammoth Cave area 
in order to mnke that a Xutlonnl Park. 
This wns (lone nnd thought nil right. 


nbout whether the moner taken from 
the road fund Is gasoline tax or the 
rent estate tnx, hut wlmt it Is concern- 
about Is that It be taken from some¬ 
where In order to avoid nay additional 
taxes upon the people. If Governor 
I.nffoon will include this provision in 
Ids message to the special session of 
the Legislature he will meet the ap¬ 
proval of the people of the State, but 
If he leaves the Legislature alone to 
provide additional taxes there will lie 
no end of turmoil nnd strife nnd con¬ 
tention and a long session of the Legis¬ 
lature, nnd In the end additional taxes 
put upon the people. The people won't 
stand for It, Governor, so find some 
way to get your money for relief with¬ 
out taxing the people.—Elizabethtown 
News. 



Peas and Pellagra 


E veryone knows that peas 
are mighty good to eat, but 
it took the United States 
Public Health Service to find out 
that they are a good preventive 
of pellagra. Since fresh green 
peas were not available for the 
length of time required for the 
human test which the Service 
made of this, the canned product 
was used, and here is the test's 
summary and conclusion: 

"Canned green peas supply the 
pellagra-preventive factor, and 
may be found a highly practical 
and convenient source of this es¬ 
sential In the pellagrous sections 
during the spring months when 
pellagra-preventive supplements 
(to the diet) are scarcest." 


Since pellagra occurs princi¬ 
pally In the South, here’s a South¬ 
ern recipe for peas, but It tastes 
just as good North of the Mason 
and Dixon line. 

Southern Pear and Onions: 
Clean one bunch of young onions, 
cut off the top.!, and spilt length¬ 
wise. Then add with one slice 
bacon to half the contents of a 
No. 2 can of peas. Add three- 
fourths cup hot water, and boll 
until the onions are tender. Add 
more water, if necessary. Re¬ 
move bacon, season to taste with 
salt and pepper, and serve. The 
liquid should be cooked almost 
away. This recipe serves four, 
and costs in most places about 
eleven cents.* 



A Wise Provision 


O NE of the wisest provisions 
which Secretary of the Trea¬ 
sury William H. Woodln 
made, under the authority con¬ 
ferred on him by the President’s 
proclamation declaring a bank 
holiday on tho sixth of March, 
was that any banking institution 
could do anything within reason 
lo facilitate tho shipment, trans¬ 
portation and delivery of food. 

Tliore was no danger of a food 
shortage at that time, but there 
was a danger of an unjustified In¬ 
crease in food prices liecaaBe of 
tile lack of ready cash. In fact, a 
w farmers did hold back their 
I’rulta ami vegetables, which are 
ordinarily cash commodities, and 
this action was reflected in a 
slight rise in (he wholesale price. 
Canned Foods Insurance 
But this Increase could not get 
very far wheu millions of pounds 
of the best fruits and vegetables 
grown in America were waiting 
quietly in coos to stabilize the 
market. This is au aspect of the 
commercial canning business 
which Is not ovident In ordinary 
times, but U Is obvious that if 
tho price of so-called fresh fruits 
ami vegetables were to soar un¬ 
duly. the buying public would 
turn to purchases of canned fruits 
and vegetables which millions of 
people consider just us good or 
better than the "fresh.” So we 
have to thank the commercial 
cunners not only for making suc¬ 
culent fruits and vegetables avail¬ 
able all year round, but also for 
iusurlug that the price of fruits 
and vegetables shall remain down 
in tho neighborhood of where It 
legitimately belongs *

CHANDLER TELLS OF BARGAIN 

Lutouia, Ky.—A charge that Gov. 
Ruby Laffoon introduced a sales tnx 
bill into the lust Legislature in viola¬ 
tion of nn agreement with other state 
officials was mude at a mass meeting 
here lust night by Lteut. Gov. A. II. 
Chandler. 

The agreement, he said, was to with¬ 
hold any sales tux legislation If llie 
state ltoail Commission could be In¬ 
duced to divert some of its funds. 
Chandler asserted that he obtained 
approval of the Itoud Commission to 
the plan, but thnt the Governor In¬ 
troduced a sale tux bill nevertheless. 

For himself, Chandler uttuckecl the 
sales tux us “u wholly indefensible 
tux that would add more taxes that 
the people can’t pay to existing tuxes 
tlmt they cun’t pay” and declared that 
by rigorous retrenchment alone could 
tiie state overcome its financial diffi¬ 
culties. 

"In 11122 the state collected $13,000,- 
100 in taxes and went into debt,” said 
Chandler. "In 1032 we collected $42,- 
500,1100 nnd the debt got bigger. If we 
lew a sales tux and raise a total of 
about $52,000,000 our debt would grow 
even larger. 

"We havetoo many things thnt we 
don't need, too many expensive boards 
and comuilsslons wo could do without. 
It is time the people seut to Frankfort 
men who actually represent the people 
and not a handful of politicians who 
sit up nights studying the art of taxa¬ 
tion, which is much like plucking u 
goose, getting the most feathers with 
tho least squawking."

Soft or syrutiy Jelly—Insufficient 
amount of pectin or acid, duo to the 
use of the wrong typo of fruit or over 
ripened fruit; too high a proportion 
of sugar to the amount of liquid; In¬ 
sufficient cooking of juice; long, slow- 
rooking of juice. 

Tough, gummy jolly—Too low pro¬ 
portion of sugar to the amount of 
juice; rooking too long. 

Cloudy Jolly—roor methods of es- 
trnetion of Juice; use of green fruits, 
such as apples, which eontntn starch; 
pouring Jolly into glasses from too 
great a distance above glass: an ex¬ 
cess of pectin In Jnire: allowing jolly 
to cool before filling glasses. 

Dark, strong flavored Jelly—Cook¬ 
ing juice too long; cooking juice in too 
large a quantity. 

Crystals in jelly—An excess of sug¬ 
ar In proportion to the amount of 
Jnire insufficient cooking after sugar 
is added, (juice should cook at least 
5 minutes after sugar is added.) 

Fermented jelly—Improper sterili¬ 
zation of glasses; Insufficient rooking 
of jelly: Improper scnllng of glasses; 
storing In a warm place. 

Mouldy Jelly—Improper steriliza¬ 
tion of glasses; addition of paraffin 
not hot enough to sterilize top of jelly.

Lexington. Ky„ Aug.—If all Kentuc¬ 
ky wheat growers agree to reduce their 
acreages in 1034 and 1035, in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of the Agri¬ 
cultural Adjustment Administration's 
plan, approximately $420,000 will he 
added to their Incomes on this year's 
crop, and possibly an equal amount for 
each of 1034 and 1035, says a state¬ 
ment from the College of Agriculture 
of the University of Kentucky, which 
is charged with setting up the wheat 
campaign in this State. 

The State's allotment upon which 
the adjusted price would he paid has 
been announced by the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration sit Wash¬ 
ington as 1.020,847 bushels. Tin- per 
bushel payment probably will be 30 
cents, less the cost of local adminis¬ 
tration and probably 2 cents a bushel 
to build up an export filial. Present 
I lan.s call for the payment of 20 cents 
a bushel in September, and the rest 
next spring, on this year's crop. 

To determine one's individual allot¬ 
ment upon which the adjustment prlc ■ 
may tie received, a farmer should se¬ 
cure accurate figures of his wheat 
production in 1030, 1031 and 1032. 
Fiftyfour percent of his average an¬ 
nual production; that is, a third of 
liis total production for the three 
years, is his allotment, or the amount 
of wheat upon which the government 
will pay him In return for his agree¬ 
ing to redone tils acreage in 1034 nre' 
1935. 

To secure the adjustment payments, 
farmers must agree this year to re¬ 
duce their acreages for the next two 
years by not more tlma 20 f, .remit af 
the aveiuge number of acres grown ia 
1030, 1031, ami 1052. Thus- wiio sign 
the agreeiia lit w ill receive payment on 
their ulloted bushels in this year's 
crop, already produced and in many 
instances sold, and are assured pay¬ 
ments on their 1031 and 1055 crops. 

.Signing tli - reduction contracts will 
in no way Interfere with wheat grow¬ 
ing operations, other than that tann¬ 
ers must sow sufficient acreage to 
produce tlieir number of allotted bush¬ 
els, at average yields per acre, ami 
that they must grow their crop in a 
workman like manner. Tills done, they 
will receive Ike mljustuient payments 
even though the crop fails. They can 
sell their wheat at any time and at 
any place they see fit. 

The wheat redaction campaign in J 
Kentucky is being organized liy the 
agricultural extension division of the 
College of Agriculture through the as¬ 
sistance of county agricultural agents 
and local committees. Counties having 
no farm agents will he furnished as¬ 
sistant agents for the period of the 
campaign. 

Farmers desiring full information 
on the wheat plan of the Federal Oov- 
ermnont should see their county agent 
or members of the local committee | 
working with him.

The reason for this seasonal 
popularity perhaps is that we tire 
of salads and long for some of the 
substantial meat dishes, which are 
the backbone of winter menus. It 
is asking too much though, to ex¬ 
pect the housewife to stand over 
a hot oven for an hour or two 
while a roast browns, while the 
thermometer outside the kitchen 
door soars above ninety. 

Broiled lamb chops are always 
a happy solution. There Is just 
enough delicious meat on a chop 
to satisfy the natural craving for 
meat and they ure easily prepared. 
They go well with the lighter fresh 
vegetables und salads and too, they 
are easily adapted to platter din¬ 
ners which are always popular ia 
hot weather. 


One important point to remem¬ 
ber In tlie preparation of lamb 
chops is that they must be prop¬ 
erly seasoned to obtain the full 
flavor of the meat. As in the cook¬ 
ing of vegetables, a dash of sugar, 
along with the salt and pepper is 
needed to round out the seasoning. 
This touch of sugar is not enough 
to sweeten, hut acts as a blending 
agent for tho other seusonors. 
Here iH a recipe which is worth 
trying. 

Broiled Lamb Chops 

Heat the-broiler well and rut) tho 
bars with fat. Dust the chops with 
a mixture of Vt teaspoonfui each 
of sugui and salt and a dash of 
pepper. Place one inch from tlie 
llanie until well seared and brown, 
and finish cooking further from the 
heat. For rare chops cook only 7 
to 10 minutes, longer if you like 
them better done. When pan broil¬ 
ing, beat a heavy skillet very hot, 
brush with fat and proceed us lu 
broiling.

You just couldn't expect tlint the 
election results would suit everybody.

P UBLICISTS and teachers and lead¬ 
ers everywhere agree, I believe, 
that the demand of our ngo Is for 
the specialist. The farmer bus to 
be a specialist la the several lines he 
follows; the professional man or 
woninn can hardly rise above a mini¬ 
mum level without concentrating on 
a particular subject, and the Indus¬ 
trialist who does not understand all 
phases of the business that Is his 
finds the road full of ruts. 

Our government Is a lender In this 
field of specialisation. It hns experts 
here, there and everywhere nnd for 
this nnd that nnd the other subject, 
but I believe few of them receive 
more thorough training than do 
those who nre classified ns foreign 
service officers. I do not mean that 
they hnve the technical training re¬ 
quired of the scientist, or the legal 
learning of the Inw divisions, or the 
skill nnd training of the type rvho 
draft plans for a bnttleship or a great 
post office building. It Is another 
type of training, but Just as Intensive. 

It hag been less than a score of 
years since congress finally was will¬ 
ing to ennet legislation to make our 
foreign service one of a career type, 
a service In which capable Individ¬ 
uals might properly expect promo¬ 
tion. That hns been done and now 
only our ambassadors and ministers 
to foreign capitals remain as polit¬ 
ical plums to be picked by the vic¬ 
torious party ench four years. It 
seems to me thnt they, too, ought to 
be "career'’ men, but It hns not hap¬ 
pened. Some qf the foreign nations 
maintain their ambassadors nnd min¬ 
isters In that classification nnd It hns 
long been the conviction of students 
of the subject Hint such diplomats 
nre among the best to be found In 
the corps nt Washington. 

To get Into the foreign service 
now, It Is first necessary for the ap¬ 
plicant to pass a stiff examination. 
It Is not a test of grade Bchool na¬ 
ture. The applicant has to know one 
or more foreign languages j he has 
to have a rather broad acquaintance 
with business and finance and he has 
to satisfy a bonrd of exnmincrs thnt 
he knows how to conduct himself 
when he meets people whether on the 
business of his government or In a 
socijjl way. 

yjten he has done all of these 
JJjJrars^mtlsfactorlly, he starts to 
"scTOfl^KWr guidance of the De¬ 
partment of State which has a group 
of men who hnve been through the 
experience necessary to enable them 
to teach the newcomers whnt to do. 
The course of study entails not ouly 
study but work In the various di¬ 
visions of the department where the 
applicant can see what Is done and 
how and why It is done. He learns 
there all of the questions that have 
arisen between his government nnd 
others; he learns how they were 
handled nnd the results, nnd he is 
Informed of how pending matters nre 
viewed. In other words, the course 
provides u perspective of American 
policy respecting International af¬ 
fairs, and If he Is good timber, the 
training he hns received fits him to 
start shaping policy on Ids own Initi¬ 
ative once he Is assigned to a post in 
a foreign land. He hns become a 
diplomat, equipped to look after the 
Interests of his government and pro¬ 
mote good- will.

Do 
you prefer yours In the form 
of delicious fmits or In a tall 
bottle from the medicine cabinet? 
For years, at this season, people 
have turned to phosphates to af¬ 
ford them the aikaii properties 
which the system needs. Since 
these same phosphates ore con¬ 
tained in fruits, it is only natural 
then, that dietitians now tell us 
to eat more fruit in the spring. 

It Is largely to the presence of 
phosphates, Dr. Henry C. Sher¬ 
man states In his "Chemistry of 
Food Nutrition" that the blood 
plasm and protoplasm owe their 
ability to remain neutral or 
faintly alkaline, notwithstanding 
the constant production of acid 
In metabolism. With the neutral¬ 
izing of strong acid, such as the 
sulphuric acid from protein meta¬ 
bolism, an Increased output of the 


base-forming elements is apt to 
result, and if this Increased out¬ 
put Is not made good by the in¬ 
take, It tends to diminish tha 
"alkali reserve" of the body. 
Thus the benefit to health which 
so generally results from a free 
use of milk, vegetables and fruit 
may bo attributable, In par f . to 
the fact that these foods yield 
alkaline residues when oxidized 
In the body. 

Do you know some of the fruits 
which contain a ralr amount of 
phosphorus, amt arc therefore 
good spring foods? Mere Is tha 
list: apples, apricots, cherries, 
grapejutce, grapes, oranges, 
peaches, pears, pineapples, plums, 
tomatoes. All of these fruits are 
available In cans, and should bo 
used liberally, at this season, In 
cocktails, salads, with meats, in 
sauces and desserts.*

The young diplomat who goes 
abroad enters on his duties with spe¬ 
cial Instructions concerning questions 
concerning the particular peoples and 
government where he Is detailed. It 
Is obvious that there nre different 
questions to he considered In western 
Europe than In Liitin-Amcrlca, Like¬ 
wise, they nre different In tho Near 
East than in the Far East. The De¬ 
partment of State, therefore, has di¬ 
vided Its work so that one section 
supervises relations with a particu¬ 
lar part of the world where the prob¬ 
lems and the people have snmo com¬ 
mon basis. 

To accomplish this end and situ 
pllt’y administration, six divisions 
have been created In the department. 
They are the divisions of Fur Eastern 
affairs, Latin-American affairs, West¬ 
ern European affairs, Near Eastern 
affairs, Mexican nffutrs nml Eastern 
Europeun affairs. It will suffice to 
show the scope of these groups to 
point out that China and Japan nre 
among the nations Included In the Fur 
Eastern division; that all of South 
und Central America are included In 
the Lutln-Amerlcnn list; that Great 
Britain and France are among those 
under Western European supervision; 
that Albania nnd Bulgaria nre listed 
ns Near Eastern; thnt Finland nnd 
Poland are termed Eastern European 
nnd that Mexico Is dealt with nlone 
In one division.
